1 he soul that such a fact cana:t 
shock is not the soul of a human being 
The atrocious measure is of course adopt 
«d in view of the Presidential campaign 
and the events that may follow the Presi- 
dential election. It is not enough that 
tbe white race of the South are governed 
1 y the negroes by force of suffrage, they 
must also be subordinated by the fear of 
the unresisted massacre of themselves 
and their families, in case they happen to 
effend the black masters appointed over 
them by Congress This, it is no doubt 
thought, will remove all obstacles from 
the black path of reconstruction. 

Tbe late negro outrages, wholly unpre- 
cedented in number, in boldness, and in 
atrocity, are fearful warnings aa to what 
we may expect under the order of things 
that Congress has just inaugurated. Iu 
one of the interior towns of Texas, not 
four weeks ago. tbe negroes to the num- 
ber of cot less than a hundred, exasperat- 
ed at an individual fur an imaginary 
provocation, got up a quarrel with the 
white citizens, ..aaded themselves to- 
gether. went into camp chose their mili- 
tary leaders, and swore that they would 
exterminate the whites and destroy tbe 
town. M e published, not more than 
three or four days ago, an account of a 
very similar proceeding of the negroes at 
Millicau, near Houston. A negro was re- 
ported to have beeu Lung near the lira/. os 
river. The negroes charged a young 
man named Holliday with having assist- 
ed in the hanging. Holliday denied the 
charge, aau he and his friends assured the 
negroes that the individual said to have 
been hung was alive in Washington 
county and offered to produce him. But 
this wouldn t do; the rage of tbe negroes 
was up and couldn t be repressed. They 
marc Ltd in force, fully armed, through 
Millican, breath. ng threatening* aud 
slaughter. The Sheriff called out a force 
for protection. Collisions ensued Whites 
and blacks were killed. Both parties had 
their encampments. At the last dates the 
blacks, still in arms, numbered some hun 
dreds, and nobody knew what tbe end 
would lie. And look at the affair that 
bar just occurred at Franklin, Tennessee. 
A notoriously villaoous negro, named 
Custine. outraged the person of a young 
white girl thirteen years old and the per- 
sons cf two small black girls. He was ar- 
rested, and ten or twelve men hung him 
This was irregular and wrong but natural, 
and certainly it was no injustice to the 
black monster who was the victim. For 
such atrocities as he perpetrated, white 
men have not nnfrequently been hung 
without tiial, the deserved though 
lawless punishment exciting no mob 
violence. But the negroes in and around 
Franklin must needs hare a mob. They 
organized themselres to the number of 
about fifty, shot dead a half brother of the 
young girl that had been outraged, wound- 
ed several others, threatened to lay Frank- 
lin in ashes, and created consternation 
amoDg tbe inhabitants of the whole re 
gion. We have, within a short time, seen 
accounts of various other negro outrages 
of a kindred uature, but have kept no 
record of them. 

Aud it is. fellow-countrymen, at such a 
time as this, at a time when the wild spirit 
of negro violence is raging and madden- 
ing through the country, at a time when 
negro rape and murder are running riot in 
tbe land, that our radical Congress passes 
a law to arm all the negroes against the 
unarmed white men. What are we to ex- 
pect” What is to be our future? Ah 
with God's help we must make our own 
future. And let us do it well.

The recent 
death of Ssmuel I. over, the Irish humor- 
ist, vocalist, aud artist, absolves us from 
the secrecy to which we were bound dur- 
ing the life of Lover. 

Thomas FI. Browne was once one of the 
prominent men of Ireland connected with 
the newspaper press of Dublin He was 
quite a thorn in tbe flesh of the English 
officials of Ireland. In addition to his 
newspaper publication, he, in conjunction 
with Lover, got up numerous etchings 
which produced a great deal of exaspera- 
tion, that was increased by the fact that 
the English officials could get no due to 
i he publishers of these etchings. Lover 
was a skilful engraver, but was known to 
the public only as a portrait painter. He 
was a fine artist. While he w as in Louis- 
ville, v e w ere frequently iu his society, and 
be showed us his miniature of Paganini, 
Lover being the only artist in Great 
Britain to whom Paganini ever gave a sit- 
ting This was said to us, by a compe- 
tent judge who had often seen the great 
violinist in Loudon, to be a perfect like- 
ness. 

Ibe paper edited by Browne was called 
the Gwrf He also edited a book 
called “The Parsons's Horn-book , which 
dtall severely with the established church 
sjsteui in Ireland. The etchings for this 
work were engraved by Samuel Lover, on 
condition of inviolable secrecy. The 
Horn-book had a great sale. The sec- 
ond edition contained an etching of the 
Siamese Twins, one with a mitre on his 
head, the other was adorned with a crown. 
I be word “Law is on the ligament Aber 
cetby, tbe great English surgeon, stands 
in full view, with his left baud on tbe liga- 
ment Iu his right hand he holds a knife 
rerrmb'irg what surgeons call a cutting 
or dismembering instrument. Abernetby 
utters tbe opinion: “The connection is 
unnatural, and may be cut" 

We have, in the Parson s Horn-book. 
tl.e various etchings which Mr. Browne 
devised and which Lover engraved- The 
book was vtry severe in its ridicule, and 
exasperating in its wit and merci- 
ciless sarcasm. It contains, however, a 
very large amount of valuable facts on the 
government of Ireland. This book and tbe 
Comet newspaper were becoming a power 
in tbe land. The Siamese-twin etching 
filled the cup of Flnglish endurance: the 
dwelling house, furniture, and printing 
material of Mr. Browne were all seized, and 
be was thrown into prison, where he was 
treated with great severity. His proper- 
ty was all sacrificed, and he was amerced 
in a very heavy fine. Thus mined pecu- 
niarily, and likely to die in prison, his 
friends succeeded, after many efforts, in 
procuring bis release on condition that 
he should leave Ireland for seven years. 
He brought hii> family to thiscouutry, and 
soon after his arrival he came to Louis- 
ville and opened a first-class school for 
girls, for the management of which his 
wife was eminently endowed. She was 
one of the lovliest and most hccom 
plished women we have ever known 
Mr. Browne soon became connected with 
the newspaper press, and conducted a 
daily paper called "The Heporter." It 
• as in this paper that J. Boss Browne 
first tried his powers, and his early efforts 
as a writer gave happy promise of his 
eventful and successful career. a 
career which bis father foresaw, and a 
good portion of which be lived to see ac- 
complished 

On the 13th of December, 1838, occurred 
the celebrated affray at the Galt House, 
iu which John Rothwell and Alexander 
H. Meek were killed. The case caused 
great excitement throughout the country. 
Tbe Legislature granted a change ol 
venue to Mercer county, and the fact that 
S. S. Prentiss, Judge Rowan, and Ben. 
Hardin were engaged in the trial lent to 
it additional interest. Thomas E. Browne 
•ent to Harrodsburg for the purpose of 
reporting tbe proceed ings. 1 he masterly 
manner in which he pertormed those du- 
t.es gave him a great reputation, and led 
to his employment by Blair A Rives in 
their corps of Congressional reporters — a 
position he retained up to the time of his 
death. Ross Browne was engaged iu the 
same corps, and speedily acquired the 
reputation of being one of the best re- 
porters in this oountry. Mr. Calbouu, af- 
ter observing bis fine abilities in this em- 
ployment, invariably requested that Ross 
Browne should report all the speeches he 
deemed important to the public. Thomas 
E. Browne died at Washington City, from 
sofleniDg of the brain. 

Times have changed in England since 
tbe occasiou on which the wit and humor 
of Thomas E. Browne and Samuel Lover, 
on severing the 'ligament'' that holds 
the crown and the mitre together, caused 
consternation among English officials in 
Ireland, and the laws were savagely exe- 
cuted ob Mr. Browne— a fate which Lover 
escaped by having his secret well kept by 
by Lis ruined friend. Mr. Gladstone has 
made a formidable demonstration towards 
dividing tbe ligament, and he has not 
been rained, nor imprisoned, nor banish- 
ed. On the contrary, he is looked upon 
as having achieved a great triumph, and 
the masses of the voters of England are 
evidently in favor of the “solution of con- 
tinuity as the best means of restoring 
health to tbe constitution of Ireland, if 
she has any.

The < i cm ent Avenue. 

We are glad to see that all the city pa- 
pers have taken up the question of a 
Park and of the Crescent Avenue with a 
spirit and earnestness that, if continued, 
will probably lead to some beneficial 
action. 

Tbe Park will undoubtedly conduce 
largely to the health, pleasure, aud inter- 
ests of the city. But a public thorough- 
fare, like that described as the Crescent 
Avenue, has become a necessity to Louis- 
ville and Jefferson county, unless we are 
content to remain the wonder and the jest 
of all beholders for the utter absence of 
all those facilities for business and pleas- 
ure which properly characterize a city 
and its surrounding country. The con- 
trast between our conditiou and that of 
every other leading city in the Union is 
strange and mortifying. Every visitor to 
Cincinnati leaves that place with a lively 
sense of its metropolitan greatness, be- 
coime he has been conducted upon beau- 
tiful roads, in every direction, and con- 
stantly interlacing with each other, 
through charming environs, presenting 
the highest evidence of taste, refinement, 
and accumulated capital. 

Look at Louisville in the comparison. 
There are five roads passing over the 
lovely undulating country which binds the 
city on the east and the southeast. But 
lrom three of those roads the people of 
the city and strangers are absolutely cut 
ofl by a mile of impracticable road for 
carnages and buggies through Butcher 
town, and by that slough of despond, 
"the Workhouse road. The same obsta- 
cles deny all decent access to the Water- 
works. The only accessible outlets to the 
highlands which form so attractive a fea- 
ture in tbe neighborhood of Louisville is 
the Bardstown and tbe Newburg roads. 
You can go out upon one of these. But 
you must return by the way you went for 
it is the distinguishing peculiarity of our 
city and its environs that our roads have 
no communication with each other. For 
purposes of business or social enjoyment, 
you wish to visit two families living about 
a mile apart, but on different roads. You 
must go out five miles on one road and 
back again; then take another start, and 
go five miles out on the other road. 

This state of things is disgraceful to the 
city and county alike, and is, besides, a 
constant source of loss, by the disparag- 
ing contrast it presents with all other 
places of half our pretensions. It is an 
emphatic proclamation to all who may 
inquire about us that we ourselves have 
not yet learned to look upon Louisville 
as a real city. 

Tbe Crescent Avenue, from the river at 
the Water wo-ks to the river at West- 
Lcuisville, would remedy many of these 
evils. If opened a hundred feet wide, 
and properly graded and planted, it would 



I be itself no mean pirk, ar.-l it would be 
equally accessible to the people in every 
portion o! the city. 

To givpa practical access to the Water- 
works, to the Brownsboro road, to the 
Shelbyville aad the branch Shel'oyville 
turnpike roads, we can see but two plans 
and both should be adopted. One i3 to 
extend Market street, and make branch 
roads frem its termination to intersect 
these roads. The other is to open On the 
south of Cave Hill Cemetery a continua- 
tion of Broadway to intersect the branch 
Sfie.b} vilie road above the horrible nui- 
sances which have been accumulated on 
Beargrass near the Work-house. Thence 
the intersection could be made with the 
other roads at a little cost, unless the sim- 
ultaneous opening of the Crescent Avenue 
superseded the necessity ef any other 
connection. 

The cost of these essentia! improve- 
ments would be almost nothing in com- 
parison with the benefits they would con- 
fer. And in a very few years each side of 
the proposed avenue would be adorned 
with handsome villas aud cultivated 
grounds, and the increase of population 
and of taxable property produced by tbe 
improvement would make the outlay re- 
munerative in actual returns to the city 
treasury.

Anctber heavy bank robbery baa jiut 
been developed, in which the Importers’ 
and Tin tors' Bank ol this city is victim- 
ized to tbe tune of 180,000 in bonds and 
money. Tbe robbery was effected in a 
most mysterious manner, and as yet no 
clue lo tbe thief has lieen obtained by our 
detective*. It appears that on the dd in- 
stant tbe bank wa* closed at 3 o’clock, 
aid, aa usual, tbe clerk* remained be- 
hind to close up their accounts for tbe day. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock tbe second teller 
ol the bank, after InlanciDg bis account*, 
claims that he placed upward* of 8100,000 
in bond* and money in tbe till of tbe safe 
TLis f ale has an inner door with a burglar- 
pi o< flock, a middle door with two burglar- 
proof locks, and an outer door with a 
cembi nation lock. After seeing that tbe 
money was safely deposited the teller 
locked the drawer and went off. 
Tbe clerks appeared to be somewhat 
behind in their accounts, and (ho last 
ones did net leave the building until near 
ien o’clock that night. Tbe safe was 
closed and doors locked, lhe key of each 
loi k being in poeseesion of a different 
individual, so that it required tbe pres- 
et re of these five parlies to open the sale. 
The outer doors of the building were also 
securely fastened after tbe departure, and 
everything appeared secure. Saturday 
was lhe Fourth of July, and of course the 
b*r,k wa* closed, as it was also on 8un- 
diy, th«5tb ii si. On Monday morning, 
the 6th inst. , tbe second teller repaired lo 
bis desk as usual lo commence operation* 
firths day. Tbe live persons who held 
tLe keys of tbe safe were called together, 
ai d Ibe safe was opened, each man open- 
ing tbe particular lock with the key in 
bis p omission. Tbe latter unlocked bis 
drawer, and, on opening it, was aston- 
ished to find that tbe greater portion of 
the money and securities had disappear- 
ed. On a closer examination, it was dis- 
covered that upwards of $80.(00 bad been 
abstracted. Nothiug else in ibesaieor 
tbe tack bad been disturbed, nor was 
there tbe slightest evidence of a forcible 
ei try. Here was a dilemma. 

Tile President and Cashier of the bank 
were of course informed, and atone* bad 
a consultation bow to recover tbe stolen 
fund*. Tbe emn was much too large to 
be relinquished without a struggle; but 
if tbe police were informed through tbe 
ordinary method, the reporters would get 
bold of tbe facts and publish them. This 
was not considered desirable, aud in or- 
der to keep tbe matter as quiet as possi- 
ble, one of Superintendent Kennedy's 
“reliable” detectives was sen I for, pledged 
to srcrecy, and tbe whole affair was ex- 
plained to bim. Tbe astute detective 
lucked around tbe buildiug, poked bis 
tese into tbe safe, looked very hard into 

0 e faces of all the clerks, and peered 
impudently at every one who entered 
daring bis slay there, and finally shook 
bis bead and left. 

Superintendent Kennedy and Captain 
Young were subsequently placed in pcs- 
pission of the facts, but no ciuo to the 
tLief could be obtained. Something had 
to te done, however, or tbe detective* 
would lose their reputation for sagacity, 
io an unfortunate clerk employed in tbe 
bank was pounced upon, and, in place ot 
a better victim, was incarcerated at police 
headquarters. Here be was kept locked 
up for some lime, but finding tbat noth- 
ing could be done witb him tbe prisoner 
w*seetfree. Tbe detectives are sorely 
puzzled in regard to this case, as the 
bank office:* offer a large reward for the 
let urn of Ibe money ana bonds, although 
it :s said they do not care what becomes 
of the thief or thieves. 

A most remarkable circumstance 
about tbe case is the fact, tbat, although 
the robbery was reported attbe headquar- 
ters on the' 6th or 7tb inst., the police offi- 
cials vi ere so extraordinarily reticent tbat 
no notice of tbe matter appeared in tbe 
newspapers until tbe report of the robbe- 

1 v given above leaked out Irom a semi- 
official source, and when the reporters 
made inquiries about tbe matter, no ia- 
fci mation of a definite character could be 
gained. It was however admitted tbit 
i n employe of tbe bank bad been arrested 
on suspicion aDd afterwards discharged, 
TLe police also endeavor to throw a 
shadow of doubt over the fact that a rob- 
bery has been committed and slate tbat 
lb* r flair has mere tbe appearance of a 
defalcation. Finding that the fact* hsve 
tor ked cut at last, the delcctives may be- 
come lees reticent, and further develop- 
ments may therefore be expected.

Forty- 
five bords were issued to bim by Dr. 
Boynton, tbe Pi ivate Secretary of Gov- 
ernor Brownlow, acting, we believe, as 
Ibe agent of Colonel Fietcher, Secretary 
of State, in his absence. Yesterday, S?c- 
retaiy Fletcher, baying returned, refused 
to stiix tbe seal of the State to tbe re 
mainder of tbe bonds, giving it ar his 
opinion tbat it was unlawful to issue 
them. Comptroller Blackburn, we are 
informed, differs in opinion witb tbe Sec- 
retary. ffe have not heard upon wbat 
grounds Colonel Fletcher bases bis opin- 
ion of tbe Illegality of the issue. 

Monday the payment of tbe employes, 
so long deprived of their dues, was com- 
menced, and was to have been conlinued 
yesterday and to-day. Tbe action of Col. 
Fletcher put a stop to any further pay- 
ment for the present. This, at least, is 
the cause assigned . 

A construction (rain bad been prepared 
to have yesterday lo repair tbe road, 
which sauly needs it. Tbe striking em- 
ployes, however, interfered and prevented 
its leaving. They persist in their deter- 
mination to prevent any train leaving tbe 
depot until all their dues shall have been 
cashed. 

A meeting of tbe stockholders of tbe 
road takes place to day, and it will decide 
whether Ibe lease of tbe road to tbe Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga Railroad Company 
shall be ratified or not. 

Tbe strikers baye their opinion touch- 
ing tbe stopping ol payments yesterday. 
They ssy the Secretary came down in the 
morning, about ltt o’clock, to pay off'em- 
p'oyes, bringing tbe requisite amount of 
money with hilt Before he commenced 
pay ing off, however, be was ordered back 
to tbe office by tbe Receiver, through a 
messenger, for some rea.ion unknown to 
tbe men. 

The reason, as surmised by tbe late 
“strikers,” for this sudden change of 
front in tbe pay department, was to be 
attributed to the schemes and agency of 
certain old bands connected witb tbe 
sbope who bad never participated in tbe 
strike. These men, they say, demanded 
of tbe Receiver tbat be should pay tbe old 
company debt, while trey ( the “stri- 
kers”; were perfectly willing themselves 
to compromise, with the receipt of the 
debt due them by the State, and let tbe 
old company debt go by default. They 
believe tbat Ibe interference of tbe old 
bands caused tbe withdrawal of fund* 
wilh which they were all to be paid off, 
and consequently feel no little indigna- 
tion against that party, for whom they 
have no sympathy as they did uot join in 
tbe strike’ at first, and declare they will 
furnish them no aid or countenance, if 
iheir action yesterday should involve 
them in a law suit or arrest. 

We bave given above both sides of tbe 
question upon such information as has 
come to us. We regret this new trouble, 
and hope that it will be adjus'ed without 
unreasonable delay. The public have 
already been too long deprived of tbe use 
of the Nashville and N. rtb western rail- 
road, one of our meat impo.tant thor- 
oughfares. It will be a criminal folly 
to protract a contest which is so easy of 
solution.

In tbe Senate of the United States on 
tbe 9th of May, 1962, debate arose upon a 
resolution eubtniUed by Senator Sher- 
man, directing the Secretary of War to 
communicate copies of all official reports 
relative to lhe battle of Pittsburg Land- 
ing. Among those engaging in tbe dis- 
cussion was Senator Harlan, of Iowa, 
whose remarks, presented bslow, are 
taken from tbe Congressional Globe. (Sec- 
ond Session, Thirty-seventh Congress, 
Part 3, pages 2,036-37): 

Mr. Harlan— Mr. President, so far as 
tbe remarks of the Senator from Ohio 
nay Lave lieen intended to defend tbe 
troops of tbat State from any ut just as- 
persions, I bave not a word to say. They 
were well timed, and it was probably a 
proper subjtct for the consideration of the 
Senate, as tlielr courage bad been called In 
question, as it seems, by a Senator trom 
another Slate. Buttbatpart ofhisspeech 
wbicb may bave been intended to bolster 
up the reputation of General Grant I 
thiDk may bave an injurious effect in the 
future, and hence I rise to repudiate ev- 
ery word be lisa said that may have that 
tendency. From all I can learn on tbe 1 
subj* ct, I do not think General Grant is | 
fit to command a great army in the field. 
Iowa bad eleven regiments in the fihd at 
tbe battle of Pittsburg Landing. He cm 
never make one of those men believe tbat 
General Grant is Ot to command. I have 
seen many of them, have conversed with 
the* ffiters and privates, and they believe 
tbat our army was surprised. I will read 
one or two short extracts from a letter 
written by a gentleman of my State, who 
i* now tbe presiding judge of one of the 
district courts, and who spent several 
days on tLe battle- field immediately after 
lhe conclusion of He battle. He Bays: 
'•During tbe whole time I was witb the 
aimy I availed mystlf of every means to 
gain correct information as to tbe battle 
ai d all tbe details connected witb it. No 
one can get tbe truth by a reading of the 
newspaper correspondence so well as bv 
eon vet*., lion with the offlen-s and uol- 
d * rs who were in tbe fight. There is no 
use iii^tiying to disguise or caver up tbe 
feet that cur army was badly surprised 
ou Sur.day morning. Upto the time that 
Gen. Grant assumed command at Pitts- 
burg Landing, Gen. Sherman was in com- 
mand, snd kept bis picket* of iufautry 
and cavaliy out in front of bis Hues for 
three or four mile», but alter Grant ar- 
rived this was entirely neglectej, and, 
notwithstanding scouts, deserters from 
tLe enemy, snd citizens reports. I to Gen. 
Grant, through tbe proper officers, tbat 
the main body of the enemy were ap- 
proaching our lines, be indignmtly 
scerned the idea of au attack, saying 
tbat Generals Johnston and Beauregard 
were net d—d fools enough to attack us 
here.” * * * * * e » 

‘ On Saturday night before tbe battle the 
rebel army wmb moved up so close to our 
frrnt Hues tbat, as a rebel prisoner in- 
formed me, they could hear tbe soldiers 
talking iu their camps. At dayiight the 
enemy commenced tbe attack with not 
le*a than seventy-live thousand men. 
They rushed into some of our camp* be- 
fore our soldiers had time to fall into line 
of battle, aid while many of our offi.-ers 
w*re rsle?p.” 

In the concluding part of tbe Utter be 
say*: 

"Although our victory on Monday was 
con plete, and the rebels ut’erly routed, 
y*t it was too dearly purchased. The 
criminal carelessness, or something worse, 
cn ibe t ait of General ( • raut, whereby so 
many brave so diers were slaughtered, 
admits of no palliation or excuse. News- 
paper correspondents may write as they 
please, but tbe united voice of every sol- 
dier iu Grant’s army condemns him, and 
it is now time that the Goversmeut 
should do likewise.” 

Fiom all I i-tn learn from Ibe troops 
from Iowa w ho participated in tbis bat- 
tle, wiib whom I have conversed, both 
* Ulcers and men, tbis is but an ex- 
pression of a conviction made ou the 
minds of all of tbtni. Tbe Iowa trrop* 
bave been in battle repeatedly under com- 
mand of General Grant: they have no 
col rider cc in bis capacity and fitness for 
the high position be now bolds. They re- 
gard bim as the author ol tbe useless 
slaugbterof many hundreds of their brave 
cohirad*s in arms. It is not necessary, 
nor is it right, to compel them to serve 
under bim. Tbe spe*ch of the Senator 
t.cm Ohio might, if unnoticed, induce 
those in autbority .to continue him in tbe 
field. 1 understand be baa virtually beeu 
suspended; tbat he now really has no 
ccuitDand; tbat each division aud army 
corps of the Western pepa'tmeut Is under 
the coir maud of another General, and the 
xx bole under the command of General 
Halleck ; that General Grant is second in 
command of tbe whole, wbicb is, of 
ec urse, merely nominal In iny opinion 
be ought not to bave multiplied thousands 
of men placed in his bands after tbe rec- 
ord which he bad made. And the 
only practical tendency of that 
part of tbe speech of the Senator 
fitm Ohio would be to induce tbe Presi- 
doitto assign bim an active command, 
■jcia * ;annot consent to have done in the 
pretence of my country meti, htaimei 
trd slaughtered, as I believe, through 
bis carele ssness or incompetency. I say 
this net on account of any public or pri- 
vate grievance of a personal nature. I 
do xot know General Grant, bare never 
met bmi at any time, and could, there- 
fore, bave no personal grief to redress. 
Nor bave I any complaint to make of tbe 
manner in wbicb he or other Generals 
bave mentioned the conduct of tbe Iowa 
treeps In the field. As far as I hax’e no- 
tic*d, justice has been done them by their 
commanding Generals, and by tbe pub- 
lic. In some cases it has Iceen very tardy 
justice; but when the facts have come 
to light connected witb their bearing in 
the presence of Ihe enemy, none have 
withheld just commendation or lieen dis- 
posed lo deprive them of their hard- 
est ned laureis. They bave commanded 
lhe respect ct the euemy on every battle- 
field where they bave appeared’ aa well 
as tbe applause of their friends. As a 
sample ot tbe manner in wbicb their 
neighbors speak of them, I request tbe 
Secretary to read Ibe following para- 
graph trom a leading journal published 
in tbe city of St. Lonis: 

Tbe Secretary read aa follows: 

The Galcast low ASA — Iowa is a 
yr urg State, but it is the borne of heroes. 
With the present war she has begun a 
war history tbat yields in splendor and 
honor to that ot no Slute iu tbe Union 
aud no country on tbe globe. Her soil is 
tbe birthplace of a new chivalry, and she 
has become the mother of a new race of 
heroes. Her soidiers boast little, and she 
Las no industrious penny-a-liner to boast 
for them. Her soldiers are as modest as 
tl ey are brave. They are not fierce brag- 
garts, They are as gentle and tractable 
as children. But when tbe storm of blood 
begins they are the guiding and govern- 
ii g heroes of tbe tempest. Wh*re the 
harvest ot death is to be reaped, they are 
the foremost of the reapers. Where a 
perilous assault is to be made, somehow 
or other there is always an Iowa regi- 
m*nt, cr the wasted shadow of an Iowa 
regiment, to lead It. It was so at Wil- 
a* n’s Creek; it wag so at Belmont; it waa 
so at Fort Docel-on; it was so at Shiloh; 
it will ever be so throughout the war. 
All our Western troops have been heroes, 
but the Iowa troops bave been heroes 
ameng heroes. Tbe Iowa First, Iowa 
Seccnd, Iowa Fourth, and Iowa Seventh 
are bedies of men who would bave given 
an additional lustre even to Thermopybe, 
Marathon, Austerlitz, or Wagrain, and 
all Americans may be proud of Iowa. —

Mr. Harl»n — I shall detain tbe Senate 
for but a moment longer. G.Deial Hal- 
leck, in an cfficial communication ad- 
dressed to the Adjutant-General of tbe 
State of Iowa, has mentioned the Iowa 
troops at tbe battle before Fort Donelson 
es “tbe bravest of tbe brave.” Nor do I 
knew tbat General Grant, or any other 
General, has ever withheld just comm m- 
datlor. I therefore repeat that I have no 
fertonal grievance to redress for myself 
or for tbe troops of my State. Aud I 
would bave remained silent on tbis 
subject in tbe Senate) if (be speech of 
tbe Senator from Ohio bad not made it 
necessary for me to speak ; for I do not 
de*m the Senate Chamber the proper 
place for criticiama on the conduct of a 
General in tbe field. 1 tbink it much 
better to present our personal convictions 
iu relation to tbe character of our Generals 
to the Secretary of War and to the Preai- 
dent. For myself, I uniformly yursue 
this c' urse, and regret tbat it has, in my 
judgment, Fee* me necessary to depart 
frem it iu ibis case. But, sir, it is otten 
as dangercus and as wicked to praise the 
unworthy and incompetent as to deiract 
from Ibe meritorious. If my couviclious 
are correct, it would be a crime for me to 
remain silent and suffer influences to 
criginate in the Senate Chamber which 
may result iu restoring a General to an 
active command whom l and the people , 
1 in part represent deem unworthy of ' 
such a trust. Iowa has sent to tbe field 
atout twenty thousand troops. They 
Lave bebavtd, I tbink, well on every 
battle-field wfiere they bave appeared. 
As tar as I knew, no Iowa regiment bas 
ever faltered in tbe discharge of duty, 
however perilous. Their numbers have 
been reduced by the casualties ot tbe field 
and camp neatly cue-fourth. They give 
their lixea witb firmness lo aid in restore 
irg tbe supremacy ot tbe laws. But, sir, 
they believe, aud I believe, tbat a large 
psr cent of tbis loss was useless, aud is 
justly attributable to tbe carelessness or 
inability of General Grant.

Yesterday Fred. Biebusch left for Texas 
in charge of an officer from that State. 

Tbe announcement of this tact alone is 
calculated to attract a gcod deal of atten- 
tion.as Fred, is well known inthiscity. He 
b s teen arrest d aofre.u nlyon differ- 
ed charges and subsequently discharged 
or his acquittal procured that it seems 
generally regarded as Impossible to fast- 
en a charge upon bim, or in poliefe lan- 
guage to “make it stick.” In fact, Fred, 
i* a man keet-wiited to no ordinary de- 
gree, and whatever may be bis exploits 
be manages to rover them up so well that 
it is a bard matter to trace bitn. In tbis 
connection it may bs interesting to give 
a few facts connected witb the charge be 
is now arrested upon. 

Tbe case is a curious one and its grad- 
ual development is replete witb suggest- 
ive and singular facts. On the Idtb dsy 
of January, 1866, a draft for a small 
amount was purchased at the Second Na- 
tional Bank of tbis city. Ou tbe limb an- 
oiher draft was purchased, and a third on 
fbe 31st of tbe same month. These drafts, 
ail lor trifling amounts, were payable at 
ti e l’ark Back Ol New York. 

Wbat became of those drafts after their 
purchase is not clearly known, but it is 
known tbat they finally passed into the 
bands ofa most expert anil daring parly 
of swindlers. By tbe aid, it is said, of a 
scientific chemical process the ink ot the 
original date and figures were removed, 
and tbe drafts were raised, one to J-i,100, 
emeto $8,700, aud tbe third to js,8i>0. One 
of tLem was theu sold to Crawford A Cj , 
another to Ba.l, Hatch, A Co., aud tbe 
third to tbe First National Bank, all of 
Galveston, Texas. The parties who sold 
them represented that they were cotton 
readers, and were going to tbe interior of 
the state. They received the money and 
escaped without suspicion having been 
excited. A considerable time elapsed be- 
fore the fraud was discovered, and when 
He staitliDg revelation did take place 
no trace oi tbe parties was discovered un- 
til October, 1867. 

Ibe matter was intrusted to Col. Fenn, 
then Chief of Police iu Ibis city, who 
instituted extensive aud persistent inqui- 
ries respecting tbe complicated case. 

We have no space to follow the matter 
Hire ugbout ail its details, but tbe result 
was tbat Fted. Biebuscb’s name wa* 
finally drawn in as connected with tbe 
bold fraud, snd measures were taken for 
his arrest. In February, 1868, a requisi- 
tion Irom tbe Governor of Texas upon 
tbe Governor ol Missouri was procured, 
but an arrest was not made UDtil the 5th 
of the present month, the police being 
unable to lay tbelr bands upon Fred. 

Wbat is the exact strength end char- 
acter of tbe evidence against Biebusch we 
do net know. It is averred by tbe parties 
concerned to be conclusive and irresisti- 
ble; while on tbe other hand Biebusch 
Btid his lawyer, Mr. Voullaire, deny pos- 
itively tbat there are any grounds for the 
charge. There is no doubt a fraud to the 
extent of over |25,OCO was perpetrated, 
Lutit is denied that Fred, was implicated 
H erein. 

The first information received respect- 
ing llie modus operandi ol tbe gigantic 
spindle is said to bave been derived from 
tbe confession of one of tbe parties im- 
plicate*!, and some otber arrests have 
be* n made in connection with the matter. 
Tte signatures of the drafts were also al- 
ien d, snd the charge against Fred. Bie- 
bus. h is forgery, 

At some future time we may give tbs 
history* of this singular case more mi- 
nute ly. It is affirmed tbat tbe fraud wa* 
committed by a small “ ring ” of oper- 
ators, and tbe discovery originated out of 
some ill-feeling between Fred, and hi* 
confederates. However this may be, be 
is charged with being tbe main spirit ol 
tLe scheme, aud it remains to be seen if 
Le can Blip through the fingers of the law 
this time. When the examination takes 
place some rich developments may be an- 
ticipate d. 

Col. Fenn, ex-Cbief ot Police, devoted a 
gcod deal cr energy and attention to the 
esse, and is sanguine that the chain of 
evidence will be made complete which he 
has been at such pains to unravel,

We heard one of tbe saddest stories ot 
sec'uction, desertion, and death, which 
happened lately, that it was ever oar 
effice to chronicle. In a neighboring 
county there lixed a widowed mother, 
with *u only daughter, and upon tbe lat- 
ter bad been bestowed every advan- 
tage of education and culture which 
limited means and an assiduous at- 
tention cculd afford. The girl w*s 
bi ought up in the utmost seclu- 
sion, but Lad access to the library 
of a gentleman of tbe neighborhood, *vho 
bad more than ordinary taste for reading, 
ar d wbo would himself bring sucb book* 
for her to read as be thought would be 
instiuctive aLd interesting to one other 
age and sex. They were visited by very 
lew, for it was necessary for them to live 
wi h tbe strictest economy, and they 
could not afford to entertain, and would 
not accept hospitalities which they could 
uot reciprrcate. 

‘I key lived a quiet and peaceiul life in 
tbis way uu.il a few months ago there 
came to their bouse one of those strdling 
vet tiers of patents, wbo go about the 
country deceiving the country people 
wiib cast- ff Yankee wares. This stran- 
ger was a man of about thirty, of good 
person aud address, and, to these simple 
country women, be had an appearance ot 
gentlemanly refinement that indtoated 
tba! he Lad seen better days. He ingra 
tiated himseii witb both mother 
and daughter by liberal pres- 
ents lor tbe refreshment* he 
bad received fur bimself acd horse, 
and for which they refused to make an 
ordinary charge. He promised to return 
soon, and be did, and won upon the 
daughter by bis animated descriptions of 
city life. Nbe, ala*! was utterly ignorant 
ol all the misery and kin and suffering 
bidden ur der the fair exterior, Hia vis- 
its were repeated at shorter acd shorter 
intervals, aud be exerleal bimself to 
pieate the simple maiden and begnileber 
cl her innocence. Tbis was at last ac- 
complished, and, for fear of detection and 
expoaure, he persuaded her to leave 
her mother and come with him to this 
city, where be placed her in one of 
these biotbels which He law winks 
at, lut does not ojemy recognize. Nhs 
re Trained there several weeks, her board 
being paid by bar paramour, till she wa* 
at last stricken with typhoid lever, aud 
he deserted her. In this condition she 
wa* found by the kind-hearted physi- 
cian Horn whom, in part, tbe facts ot her 
sad history were derived. She gradually 
eank under disease, neglect, and ill- 
treatment, till kite became alouiat nelp- 
less; her form wasted away with the 
slow fever, and hardly any trace of her 
former beaulv remained. 

The doctor told her she had hut a few 
days lo live, acd that she must make 
w hatever preparations she bad to make 
wilhout delay. She begged piteously to

A late report to the Secretary of War, i 
relative to the condition ol freedmen’s af- 
frws In Kentucky and Tennessee, pre- 
sea's seme points of interest. In the 
cate Of Kentuckyj the Bureau Superin- I 
to udent, alter dwelling on lhe increase of { 
negio vagrancy, say*: “There is another 
ctylt g and terrible evil, tbat of ‘taking 
cp,’ or indiscriminate intercourse. Va- 
grancy and ‘taking up’ have never been 
so great as at prese nt, or thev have never 
been brought so plainly to view.” 

In lhe report of the Su peri u ten dent for 
Tennessee it reads strangely that “bat 
comparatively few written contracts have 
as yet been made between planters and 
laborers, and but few contracts during 
tLe present month have been submitted 
for approval at this office.” 

The Tennessee negro, it seems, cannot 
be trusted to make a contract for a 
month’s labor or hire for himself, yet is 
deemed competent to vote. On the school 
question this Tennessee report says: 

“It is to be regretted that the colored 
ptople have not been more liberal in the 
supper! and establishment of schools. 
Their entire contributions and payments 
during tbe month amount to but litUe 
over *1,060. I have promised them aid 
frequently on the condition that they will 
contritute a small portion ot the cost in 
1st or or money, which they have seldom 
if ever done. They seem to depend en- 
tirely on the whites and the Bureau to 
supply them with schools, churches, and 
many other conveniences, comforts, and 
necetsaries. They want schools, but are 
unwilling to pay anything to support 
them. At this time there would probably 
not be a single colored school in Tennes- 
see il the Bureau were withdrawn.” 

It will be noticed here that it is not 
said these negroes are unable, but “ un- 
willing ” to support schools. That tney 
hive money is shown by the $1,000 con- 
tributed, and even if they had DODe, they 
ccnld at least give their labor. But no, 
they “depend entirely on the whites and 
He Bureau to supply them with schools, 
churches, and many otber conveniences, 
comforts and necessaries.” Those wbo 
can and won’t pay for what they want 
abculd go without. It ia unfair to saddle 
otber folks with their needs. Touching 
next on general topics, this report goae cn 
further to ray: 

‘‘There is much in the poliUcal condition 
ot Tennessee to acrount for a state of dis- 
order. It is my opinion that there will 
be no peace for Tennessee and no safety 
for tbe negro while the majority of prop- 
el t.v-holders and tax-payers and of tbe 
white men are disfranchised. This, how- 
ever, is not within my province either to 
condemn cr cure. But to account for the 
great number of outrages against tbe 
ireedmen, which seems to be increasing, 

I caxe felt it to be my duty to give my 
opinion as to the cause. There is still an- 
other cause, but only a secondary one, 
viz: The so-called reconstruction of the 
State has prevented the United States 
military commanders from giving tbe 
protection they on ly can give where the 
civil law is not supreme. Now they can 
only interfere when called on by the civil 
officers for aid. But as nearly all the 
county officers are ex-rebels, they will 
never call on tbe United States military 
for aid. Even the Union men In the 
State and county governments are un- 
willing to call ou tbe military for aid, 
unlees on the eve of the election. 

“As a season ot labor is now at baud, 
and no flection 1* to take plrce t ill next 
November, I may safely predict a quiet 
statement of affairs til! the excitement ot 
the coming Presidential campaign shall 
bave reached a considerable height. Then, 
between the Loyal League, tae Grand 
Army of tbe Republic, itbe Ku-Klux 
Klan, the white disfranchised, aud the 
black enfranchised, I think there will 
most probable be a very disorderly, 
and probably a very bloetdy contest.” 

As this report is signed by a brevet 
Major-General, Assistant Bureau Com- 
missioner, the teaUmouy it presents as to 
the InuUlity of the bastard government 
now in vogue in Tennessee is worthy of 
attention. For the disorders apprehended 
in llie tall, “the so-called reconstruction 
of tte State” Is held responsible, and be- 
yond doubt with entire justice. But be- 
yc nd thia responsibility is another— tbat 
ot Congress for thia so-called reconstruc- 
tion. Whatsoever these craz-d negroes 
and bogus governments may do in tbe 
way of violence is directly chargeable to 
the radical party.

A Sliorkln, Affair t Man kdleto. 

About seven o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Tbomaa Say lea, who keeps the 
“StcnR cutlers’ Home,” on Portland ave- 
nue near Thirteenth street, was stabbed 
by Jobn Lawler, a blacksmith, who 
works for the Bridge Company, and died 
almcgt immediately from bia wounds 
The facta in the case are substantially as 
follows: There has existed a feud be- 
tween tbe families of the two men for the 
past five or six years, and both parties 
have been arrested for disorderly con- 
duct, and upon other charges, several 
times. It appears that on Tuesday even- 
ing s little girl went on Rowan at r set to 
lcok for Mr. Saylee’s cow. While out 
she met Lawler and talked awhile 
with him in reference to bow she 
waa cared for by Sayles, whom it seems 
bed tbe cere of her end was raising her. 
Tbe neighbors say he had been unkind 
and harsh to her. The girl however de- 
nied to Lawler that Saylee had been un- 
kind to ber or had ill-trseted her. Ltw- 
ler accused her then of telling him a 
falsehood about it, and said she feared to 
tell the truih on account of Saylea. She 
then threw some rocks at Lawler, and be 
threw ods at her, hitting and braising 
ber arm. The girl went home and com- 
plained to Mrs. Say left of his conduct, 
and Mrs. Say l»s thou went to ths shop 
where Lawler was working, and bitter 
werda passed. We give the testimony 
below, taken at the inquest yesterday 
evening, which tells the story ol this ter- 
rible aflair, and what occurred. Taken 
altogether it is one of the most dreadful 
homicides it baa ever been our fortune to 
chronicle. 

THS IBTDIOIV. 

Dr. J. M. Clemmons— W *b called upon 
this moininp to examine the wounds of 
Thomas feayiee. My attention was first 
called to a wound, made with a kniie, 
thiee irckoa below tbe right nipple, 
which bad the appearance of being two 
wounds in the same. The wound was 
U r«e inches in lenglb. One of ths 
wounds penetrated the right lobe of tbe 
liver, passing directly downwards and 
backwards, passing out between the 
tenth and eleventh rib* — the o'.her pass- 
ing down and back five inches. It is im- 
possible to say that there were but two 
ihrustsof tbe knife, for there might have 
been four state, two of which would have 
caused death. 

Dr J. M. Spalding— Tbe testimony of 
this witness was the same as the former. 

Andrew Beers— I live on Thirteenth 
street. Was at tbe shop this morning 
when Mr Saylea came to the shop and 
called to Mr. Lawler to come oat. Mr. 
L. asked him 'Saylea' what in the hell he 
wanted with him, and said : “If you have 
ant business with me come in.” Saylea 
walked in, and they had some words. 
Law ler’a hands were' resting on the bil- 
lows. Tbe conversation seemed to bs 
about acme difficulty in regard to 
Ssy let ’a wife. Sayles said to L.: “I will 
have satisfaction for abu-ing my wife.” 
feeyka asked him out of tbe shop to fight 
him. La wier told him to go out of the 
shop, he wanted nothing to do with him. 
Sayles moved back and shoved back bia 
coat sleeves.

1 spoke 
to Beylee, and he put his hand in bia le't 
breast pocket. I to.d Lawljr te run 
which be did, running around to the 
scutbweet end of the shop. Siylee fol- 
lowed him with tbe pis’ol. Myself and 
blacksmith went to work, thinking it was 
over. I then saw a crowd of men run- 
ning alter him, crying “Don’t do that." 
I run out and air Saylea on the ground, 
and Lawler with a knife drawn over 
him. He run up towards his own house. 
a he knife-blade was three or four inches 
long. 

Ben Lucas— Live on Portland avenue. 
Mr. Beets has told pretty nearly all I 
know, excepting I saw Mr. Lawler 
strike Ssy lee with the knife; saw no pis- 
tol until after striking with the hammer 
and Seers bailed for Lawler to run. 

S. H&njton— Live on the corner ot 
Twelfth and Rowan streets; work at tbe 
Bridge Company’s blacksmith shop. My 
statement is about tbe same as Mr. 
bee re’s, excepting I did not see the blow 
struck by Mr. Lawler. I saw the piatol 
intheebep. Say les drew it and ocked 
it. Mr Sayles had a knife in his hand as 
be turned the corner of tbe shop. Saw 
Ssyks running after Lawler with a pH- 
tcl in his band. Can’t say what kind of 
a knife the cutting was done with. Sup- 
pole it was tbe knife Lawler generally 
carried; the blade a little longer 
than usual. Sew Lawler strike three 
limes with the knife, 

Tim. Hogan— Live on Pcrilaod avenue, 
between > xteeuth and Seventeenth. My 
statement ie the earr< as the other wit- 
neeeea. I saw Lawler atab Mr. Sayles 
I saw the difficulty in the shop, but I 
did not hear all the conversation mat 
passed between Lawl-r and Sevles. I 
saw Lawler strike at Mr. Saylea' with a 
band-hammer, and hit him on the head. 
Sayles stepped back and drew the pistol. 
The cry wsa raised for Lawler to run, 
ardbe ran. Thick Saylee trippel and 
fell, and then Lawler Blabbed him. 
Saylea turned around, and Lawler cat 
him. The knife was about three or four 
inebee long. 

Pat. Osin— Live on Fifteenth street, be- 
tween Sou ihgate and Kentucky streets. 
Wes present when the difficulty took 
place, but did not bear tbe conversation. 
The first I saw waa a acotHe between Mr. 
Lawler end Mr. Saylea in the shop. Did 
rot see the blow struck spoken of by tbe 
other witnesses, bat heard the blow. I 
was about thirty feet from the difficulty, 
and I beard Seers say quit, don’t fight 
faw Lawler cane out, aud Seers said, 
‘•Rur, Lawler, be iSajlee will shoot.” 
Sayles had a pistol in his hand. 
Lawler was in tbe advance. Sayles 
after him with a pistol in hit 
hand and going in a slow trot. When 
Lawlar reached bis own bouse, about 
three hundred feet from the shop, 
he stopped . Saylea then got close upon 
him. Lawler drew his knife and opened 
t\ Sayles started to run back, Lawler 
after him. When within about forty 
feet of the shop Sayies fell. Lawler came 
upon him. Sayles cried, “For God sake 
di n’t kill me!” and cried to tbe men to 
save him. Lawler subbed him. Sayles 
raised on hie hands and feet, he being on 
his backhand said “Save me.” I saw 
Lawler stab Saylea four times. I could 
see a knife with a blade fi ve or six inches 
long. 

The following ia tbe Coroner’s inquest 
in tbe caee;

On Monday, the 2Dlh inst., Dayaville, 
Todd county, became the scene of a most 
shocking murder. Dayaville is a small 
village, and is aituated on the road lead- 
ing from Russellville to Eikton, and is 
surrounded by an enlightened and civil 
criumunity. About three o’clock in tbe 
evening Mr. Rufua Morrow rode into tbe 
place, armed with a double-barreled shot- 
gun that be bad borrowed on the day be- 
fore, and on eeeing Mr. William Cheat- 
ham, who was sitting in a shade talking 
to Mr. David Morrow (a brother of 
Rufus), be dismounted from his horse 
and deliberately fired at Cheatham. At 
tbe report of the gun Cheatham fell, and 
never spoke afterward. Morrow, after 
ebooliug him down, made ready with his 
other barrel, and walked up to him and 
looked at him until he saw that he was 
dead. His horse bad in this time wan- 
dered a little way from tbe scene of action, 
and, with the threat ol tbe contents of the 
other barrel, he ordered hie brother David 
to bring him his horse. David, however, 
did not obey him, and be went for his 
horse himaelf, mounted him, and delib- 
erately rode off. Morrow enlisted in the 
Confederate service early in tbe war, de- 
serted and returned borne, and professed 
to I* a Union man. He waa married to 
a very wot thy young lady, but she left 
him on account of gambling, dissipa- 
tion, and general recklessness. Cheat- 
ham had formerly Uea a friend to Moitow, 
but had shunned him on account of his 
bad babits. This is eupposed to be tbe 
only provocation for the deed. If there 
wi a anything else between them it is not 
generally known. The community are 
aroused at Morrow's atrocity. He is yet 
going at large, but officers are making 
efforts to arrest him. 

The Kail road eissrrllM. 

We learn that the committee of mer- 
chants appointed by the Board of Trade, 
to inquire into the facts regarding the ac- 
tions of the managers of the Louisville, 
Cincinnati, A Lexington railrord, in per- 
sisting in making the gauge fiye feet, 
were unable to gel a satisfactory response. 
Tbe President of the road, Mr. Dudley, la 
absent, and, in the meantime, the Secre- 
tary and others are busily engaged — un- 
der inet: uctions, no doubt— endeavoring 
to obtain the signatures or proxies of the 
stockholders in the city to vote against 
the change of gauge to four feet eight and 
one-fourth inches. We would respectful- 
ly suggest to all stockholder* in the city 
to withhold their signatures for that pur- 
pose until they can cirefully weigh and 
consider the subject in all its bearing*. 
One plain question they must aak them- 
selves le whether or not their Interest In 
i be road ia greater that their interest in 
Louisville? This i* a matter of vital im- 
portance to tbe welfkre of our city; for, if 
the managers of this Cincinnati road are 
permitted to connect with tbe Nashville 
railroad with the five foot gauge, then 
immense injury roust result to Louisville, 
and Cincinnati becomes tbe central city 
of the West at our expense.

A repetition of the outrages lately so 
prevalent through this section of country 
waa enacted alincst within gun-shot of the 
city of Jeffersonville upon tbe person of 
Mr. William James, the clerk of tbe Coun- 
ty Court, while on his way to Charles- 
town. on Monday night last. While riding 
leisurely along in hia buggy, he was sur- 
prised by twomer.wbo, upon a perempto- 
ry demand, at the end of a piatol, made 
him disgorge the amount of fifty dollar^ 
all the money about him, aud allowed 
him to proceed without further interrup- 
tion.

Grand Ratification Meet- 
ing in Breckinridge 
County. 

Gov. Stevenson Opens the 
Canvass in Kentucky. 

Correspondence of the Louisville Journal. 

Habdinsbcrg, July 20, 1868. 

The Democratic ratification meeting 
here to-day was one of the largest assem- 
blages that ever met together in the coun- 
ty of Breckinridge. The meeting having 
been called to order by Mr. D. C. Ganuo- 
way, Dr. Taylor was appointed chairman 
and Mr. L. Foote Secretary. 

Committee on Resolutions— I). C. Gan- 
noway, P. V. Duncan, Thomas J. Lewis, 
Thomas Alexander, Milton Bond. 

Excellent speeches were made by 
Messrs. D. C. Gannoway, Thomas Alex 
ander, E. Fisher, and last, but not least, 
tbe elcquent Alf. Peyton. 

OGV. STEVENSON. 

At one o’clock in the afternoon, the 
Methodist church was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity to hear Gov. StevensoD . 
1 he building is a large one, but it did not 
hold one-tenth ot the people who were 
present snd anxious to hear the Governor. 
Hundreds of them were from the adjoin- 
ing counties. I shall attempt but a mea- 
gre report of the speech. 

Gov. Stevenson was introduced by 
Baker Boyd, Esq., with a few appropriate 
remarks. The Governor said this waa 
bia opening speech of the Preeidential 
campaign. It was tbe Hon. J. Allen 
Murray, tbe able Representative ol this 
county in the State Legislature, who 
nominated Mr. Stevenson for Governor 
in tbe State convention, and he tendered 
bis thanks to Ih9 people of the connty for 
tbe liberal auppoit they bad given him. 

The rule of radicalism, said he, is a 
conflict with our republican form of gov- 
ernment, and, if not arrested and dis- 
armed and rendered powerless for fur- 
ther barm, will inevitably compass the 
utter ruin of the country. Look at the 
Chicago platform. Weigh the principles 
there laid down and tell me if the party 
which stands upon that platform is fit 
longer to rule tbe oountry. I opposed the 
rebellion in Congress, and many of you 
opposed it here ; but, in entering into a 
league with tbe Government to put down 
that rebellion, did you get what you bar- 
gained for? You contended for the 
Union; radicalism bas given you dis- 
union. What your soldiers fought for is 
now treason! Oar object was to bring 
the South back into the Union; radical- 
ism has kept her out ot the Union for 
three years alter peace was declare). 
Crittenden and Lincoln and other men in 
high places told you that the war was not 
waged for the suljugation of the 
Bomb, but simply to restore tbe 
Union; three years of what is called 
peace have passed since the last hostile 
gun was fired, and to-day we see a subju- 
gated South but no restored Union. 
Widows and orphans of Kentucky! look 
at the graves yonr tears bave bedewed, 
acd eav if the gallant soldiers who sleep 
within them fought to place you under 
negro rule! No! they fought for a higher 
aud nobler purpose, but under that rule 
it is the aim of radicalism to place you. 
That this nefarious scheme may be de- 
feated, it is the imperative duty of 
every Kentuckian to rally to the 
Democratic standard ard make a 
heroic struggle to secure the as- 
cecdaccy of the great conservative prin- 
ciples enunciated by the Fourth of Juiy 
Convention. Through the triumph of 
those principles alone can our country be 
saved from ruin. We should therefore go 
into tbe cenffict with lances ret and shields 
couched, and with a fixed determination 
to win. Let us present a bold, unbroken 
front to the foe, and if there be a spark of 
trntb in the shekspearean adage that “he 



is thrice armed who hath his quarrel 
just,” the victory will be onra iu No- 
vember. 

Tbe Governor took up the p’atfonnsof 
tbe two parties and contrasted them in a 
masterly manner. The Chicago plat- 
form, said be, is the platform of the negro 
and the bondholder. It holds oat no 
tope for the white tax-payer. It de- 
mands the ballot for the negro — the 
Southern negro, of course, including the 
Kentucky negro — with gold for the bond- 
holder, and nether gold nor greenbacks 
fer the white laboring man. Radicalism 
is the worst enemy of the poor man— es- 
pecially if be happen to be white. And 
with all its professed friendship fer the 
negro, that unfortunate race will find be- 
fore tbe end comas that they have no en- 
emy more treacherous and deadly. 

I! you would know what radicalism 
wculd do for you, turn to the Southern 
States. Look, for instance, at the State 
ot Georgia, where a negro, fresh from a 
Northern penitentiary, holds a seat in 
her Senate and is authorized to make 
laws for her white citizens, who are dis- 
franchised and have no voice in her legis- 
lative halls. And upon this state of 
things, Tbad Stevens offers his congratu- 
lations to the country ! 

The second p!auk in the Chicago piri- 
form is negro suil'rage. Can the psople 
ol Kentucky swallow il ? Not without a 
struggle, I venture to say. We are con- 
gratulated that equal rights are guaran- 
teed to ail — that is, the right of the negro 
alone to vote at the South and the white 
man alone at the North. The poor white 
man at the North is certainly to be con- 
gratulated that the right to vote is still 
left him. 

The radical party contend that the 
botd-bolder must be paid in gold— the 
bend-holder, who, taking advantage of 
tbe necessities of his struggling country, 
bought bis bonds for a mere song; but 
tbe widow and tbe orphan of tbe soldier, 
left destitute by tbe slain husband and 
lather, may thank their stars if they get 
greenbacks. Such is not the doctrine ot 
the Democratic party. We ask not gold 
for the rich and paper for the poor, but 
oue and the some currency for all. There 
is no justice in giving the laboring man 
greenbacks and the rich man gold. 

Governor Stevenson said he was proud 
ol the Democratic platform. Its provis- 
ions, its demands are eminently wise 
aud ju9t. It demands— 

1st— The restoration of all the States to 
tbe Union under the Constitution of our 
fathers. 

2d— Amnesty to all. 

3d — The payment of the public debt as 
scon as practicable. 

4ih— Equal taxation, including United 
Stales bonds, thus releasin'; tbe poor msn 
of tbe turdfns of tens of millions wnioh 
he contributes in the way of taxes to pay 
the bond- folder bis interest iagold. 

5tb — Economy in tbe administration ot 
the Government, the redaction of the ar- 
my, acd tbe abolition of tbe Freed uoeu’s 
Bureau. 

W hen this last paragraph waa read in 
the National Convention, said Gov. Ste- 
venson, there was a tumultuous demand 
that it sbou'd be read a second time, aud 
the cheers which geeted it shook the 
ball to Us very center. The Freedmen's 
Bureau ccete the Government millions of 
dollars annually, acd it has achieved 
nothing eave tbe demoralization of the 
negro and the ruin of the industrial in- 
terests if the South. It is eimply a ma- 
chine for the manufacture of radical 
votes and for subserving the interests of 
the miterable carpet baggers who bave 
overrun the South siuce the close of the 
ear. 

The radical candidate for tbe Presiden- 
cy is no better than the p’atform upon 
uhich he to blindly stands. Ha knows 
about as much about toe science of gov- 
ernment as we do about the laDguag* of 
tue Chinese. Their could be uo hope for 
the Government in such hands. Shall ft 
be intrusted to him and suffered to go to 
ruin? Democrats, in November, will 
answer no! I know, Colfax, said the 
Governor. He is what is called “a nice 
roan," but I ktow of no radical leader 
whom the people can trust. I know very 
little of Grant— nothing of his politics, 
for he bas not yet epoken. Ho is 
emphatically a dumb candidate. Neith- 
er before uor sir re hie nomination has he 
uttered a word, except that in his letter 
of acceptance he tells h's party that, if 
elected, he will have no policy of bis own 
—in a word, that bis a jmiuistraton will 
be shaped in accordance with the caprices 
of tke radical party. 

It has bet n charged that Governor Sey- 
mour was a “rebel” during the war. To 
refute this charge it is only necessary to 
produce tbe many letters and dispatches 
sent him by Mr, Lincoln and Secretary 
Stanton. 

The Governor said he was in favor of 
a white man’s Government. He could 
not tolerate the negro supremacy which 
radicalism bad established in the South, 
and he knew thie was the sentiment of 
the whole State oi Kentucky. After a few 
other remarks the Governor retired from 
the stand amid loud and long applause. 

His speech was a splendid one, and I 
regret that the haste in which I am forced 
to write compels me to give you so feeble 
a synopsis of it. B. G.
